GIVE IT A TRIAL. 


Kettrldge rather startled the senate 
and precipitated a lively debate on 
the comparative merits of the lock 
type and sea level canals. According 
to Senator Kittredge it will cost at 
least $400,000,000 to complete the ca- 
nal, while the original limit of cost 
was $135,000,000, and in his opinion a 
sea level canal could bo built for less 
than $247,000,000. He made a start 
ling statement ot the expenditures for 
the canal up to the present time and 
the probable necessities for the fu- 
ture. It was in connection with a re- 
port on Senator Hopkins' administra- 
tion bill, providing for a $500,000,000 
issue of Panama bonds, which his 
committee did not favor. 
Senator 


Foraker declared that ho greatly re- 
gretted having voted for the lock ca- 
nal, and he believed every other sen- 
ator who did so would live to regret 
it. 
Ho had always been In favor of 


the sea level canal, he said, until he 
was told that a lock canal would bo 
much cheaper. 
Now, however, he 


pointed out, it has become evident 
that the lock canal will cost much 
more than the sea. level. A sharp de- 
bate ensued between Senators Bev- 
eridgc and Curtis on the one hand and 
Kittredge and 7oraker on the other, 
the first two upholding the lock type. 
Senator Teller followed with a speech 
In which he denounced the plan of 
building a lock canal, and prophesied 
most emphatically that ultimately a 
sea level canal would have to be 
built. 
After telling of the appropria- 


tions of the Spooner act—$-10,000,000 
for the canal zone and $10,000,000'to 
begin the work of construction—Mr. 
Klttredge's report took up the expen- 
ditures since that time, showing that 
the grand total Is $170,964,000.
